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The  following  assumptions  are  made  in  the  cartoon  examples 
in  this  publication: 

1.  All  clean  wool  is  considered  to  be  the  same  grade 
and  quality. 

2.  Value  of  clean  wool  -  $1  per  pound. 

3.  Shrinkage  is  considered  as  the  percentage  of  foreign 
material  in  the  fleece.     For  the  sake  of  simplicity 
the  writer  uses  the  word  "dirt"  instead  of  shrinkage 
in  some  places. 

4.  Yield  is  the  amount  of  clean  wool  in  the  fleece. 


The  purpose  of  this  publication  is  to  emphasize  that  re- 
turn per  fleece  is  a  much  more  reliable  measure  of  value  than 
price  per  grease  pound.  Growers  usually  value  wool  on  a  grease 
price  basis  although  it  is  admittedly  unreliable  and  at  times 
a  very  misleading  measure.  In  computing  their  final  wool  re- 
turns growers  are  urged  to  measure  them  on  a  per  fleece  basis.
